There were over two-hundred people on the 
b oat—men, women and children—when the 
ex plosion occurred.

Cause of O ur M eager Trad« vrlth Oar 
South A m erican Neighb ors. 
W ashington City, Aug. 18.—The com­ 
mission appointed to visit the Central and 
South American states in the iu.©rest of 
more intimate international and commercial 
relations with those countries has .sub mitted 
a report to the department of state of its 
work in Craguay and the Argintene Repub 
lie. 
The report says: 
“The share of the Unitod State in the enor­ 
mous commerce of the River Platte country 
which includes Paraguay, Ursguay and 
Argentine Repub lic, is lamentab ly insignifi 
cant, and less than it was half a century 
ago. 
The reason is very apparent Twenty- 
one lines of steamships connect these ports 
with tb oi-e of Europe, while there is no reg­ 
ular steamship communication whatevei 
with the United Statea 
From forty tc 
six ty steamers arrive at Buenos Ayres every 
month from Europe and not one from the 
United States. 
The flag of our oountry is 
never seen in these waters ex cept upon 
men-of-war 
and semf-ocoationally 
upon 
some 
» mall 
sailing 
vessel 
whioh 
happens to b e chartered for some special 
voyage. 
An English 
company sends a 
steamer to New York 
when uecsssary, 
where it discharges a cargo of hides and 
roloode with a cargo of merchandise for 
Europe. 
The few products of our fields and 
factories found there are b rought sometimes 
in these chartered vesesla. b ut more fre­ 
quently come b y way of Europe, the mer­ 
chants with one voice saying that b ecause of 
the ab sence of steam communication they 
can afford to b uy in the United States only 
such articles 
m cannot b e ob tained else­ 
where." 
The commieefon w m well received in Ura- 
guay and a great desire for closer relatione

A TALK WITH MR. BENJAMIN, LATE 
U. S. MINISTER AT TEHERAN.

[New York Sun Interv iew ] 
Mr. 8. G. W. Benjamin, United States 
miuLster to Persia, who was recently called 
to Washington, arriv ed last week in this 
city, and remained here sev eral dey« . 
He 
is a short man, with reddish hair and mus­ 
tache, and strongly-marked puritan features. 
There is, howev er, nothing else puritanical 
about him. 
He is an artist and writer, tmd 
a pleasant conv ersationalist. 
In speaking 
about Persia, he said: 
‘"The European colony at 
capital ®f Persia, comprises, 
legations, about 300 persons, 
in the new city, 
ordinary Persian 


Teheran, the 
including the 
and they liv e 
The majority inhabit the 
house. 
This is one story 
high, of unburned brick, and built around 
one or more court-yards. 
The great thing 
sought in Persia is seclusion and priv acy. 
In walking through a street one sees noth­ 
ing but these walls of houses some fifteen 
or twenty feet high, with flat roofs, and 
with no windows whatev er. 
They are cov ­ 
ered 
with 
plaster to keep 
the 
brick 
from being worn away 
by 
the rain, 
and if kept in 
repair 
last 
for cen­ 
turies. 
The 
monotony 
of 
the 
walls 
is reliev ed by moldings and cornices. 
The 
entrance is a small door richly decorated 
with Saracenic work. The Persians hav e al­ 
ways been 
clev er decorativ e architects. 
Persian architects built the Alhambra is 
Granada, and originated the Mogal archi­ 
tecture of India. 
And after going through 
a narrow winding passage, you suddenly 
step into a courtyard more or less magnifi­ 
cent, according to the wealth of the owner. 
“Courtyards of two and three acres in ex­ 
tent are not uncommon, and some cov er fiv e 
acres. 
They are filled with parterres of 
Cowers anl trees of the most luxuriant foli­ 
age. 
Here and there are great tanks, some 
or them fifty yards long, with jets of water 
playing in them. 
Ev ery householder ia Te­ 
heran 
has 
his 
courtyard and tank of 
water, 
no 
m atter 
how 
poor 
he is. 
Freq uently there are three or four court­ 
yards, and there is one called the andaroon, 
into which no man ev er enters except the 
master and his eunuchs. 
It is reserv ed for 
his wiv es and 
concubines. 
A 
wealthy 
Persian can hav e four wiv es and sev eral 
concubines. 
These women driv e out in car­ 
riages and v isit one another, and 
are 
watched with the greatest care. 
The wiv es 
of poorer men go about on foot, 
but all 
alike are cov ered with a dark blue mantle, 
which falls to tli© feet, concealing the form. 
Ov er the face is a white v eil, with apertures 
for the eyes. 
“The rooms hav e large windows set in 
richly decorated sashes and opening on the 
courtyards, had freq uently these windows 
are studded with 
colored glass, 
giv ing 
a cathedral effect to the high-ceilinged 
rooms. 
All the rooms hav e dirt floors, 
but they are hardly noticed, for they 
are cov ered with m atting and rich rugs. In 
one part of the room there is a mattress 
cov ered with rug» , and on this the Persian 
sits during the day and sleeps at night. 
Home of the rooms hav e tanks in their cen­ 
ter, giv ing them an air of luxury. 
There is 
a separate room for the bath, and its ap­ 
pointments are often luxurious. 
Christians 
are obliged to hav e separate baths from the 
Mohanune laas.” 
“W hat are the daily habits of Persians?” 
“Ev ery cue from the king down rises at 6 
o’clock in the morning. 
They then partake 
of a cup of tea and some bread. 
Tea is a 
v ery important article of diet in Persia, and 
the tea 
urn 
is nearly 
always 
busy. 
No milk 
is 
used, 
but 
they sweeten 
the 
te: 
almost 
to 
the 
consistency 
of sirup. 
Tea ov er, the m erchant gees to 
LG shop in the bazaar. 
This bazaar consists 
of 100 narrow streets roofed ov er with brick 
arches, which are pierced here and there to 
adm it light and air. 
The m erchant sits in a 
booth in front of his store and awaits 
custcm. 
He charges a much higher price 
than he expect? to get, ufter the usual 
Oriental style. 
At noon he makes a sub­ 
stantial breakfast in the bazaar, and then, 
as the middle of the day is v ery hot, he 
takes a nap. 
About 4 o’clock he goes home 
and takes a ride, returns to dinner, and then 
at about » o’clock enters his andaroon. 
When once there he is inaccessible except 
on the most urgent business. 
It is sufficient 
excuse for not receiv ing a caller to say that 
a man is in his andaroon. 
He takes another 
hearty meal there at b o’clock, and soon 
after retires.” 
“Are rhe Persians attached 
to 
their 
wiv es?” 
“No; div orces are exceedingly common, 
it is v ery easy to be div orced. 
It is only 
necessary to write out a paper stating the 
reasons, and the thing is done, or to say to 
the woman three successiv e times, 
“I di­ 
v orce you,” but the husband must hav e a 
pretext for his action, howev er flimsy. 
A 
man sometimes div orces ail four wiv es and 
begins ov er .again. 
The women hav e rarely 
any difficulty in securing new husbands. 
It 
is no disgrace to be div orced. 
There is an 
extraordinary law about 
m arriage out­ 
side of 
the ordinary ceremony, 
which 
permits a man and a woman to m arry 
for any specified length of time, from 
fiv e minutes up to 
sixty years 
Tko 
couple go before a priest and state the time 
settled on, arid the man then pay» an agreed 
sura of m jney to the woman. 
If he leav es 
her at the end of the fixtv l time she can not 
m arry again for four months, and any child 
born is the legitimate offspring of the man, 
and he care« for it 
Many women of rank 
prefer tbis kind of marriage, making the 
term fifty or sixty year« long, as by doing 
so they secure their jointure beforehand, 
and the bu» band can not div orce them until 
the time is expired, 
“W hat does the king do when ha rUes 
early f ’ 
“He giv es an audience to his 
He sits on Lis Leels and they stani around. 
The stories toll of prostrations and genuflex­ 
ions are all moonshine. 
One bows on enter­ 
ing and on going cu t 
The king is clement, 
kind hearted, and net at all cruel. 
He is in­ 
cline 1 to abolish capital punishment, and 
has done « o almost entirely. He undoubtedly 
did some cruel things, from our point of 
v iew, whm he first ascended the throne, but 
he is lass and leas ineflndi that way ev ery 
year, and he has nev er approached tae cru­ 
elties of tat. most lenient of his pred : lassor*. 


Uae of taeir fav orite punishments was to 
tie a man, back down, on a camel, slit open 
ms abdomen, and then driv e him through 
the streets. 
The English story of the shah 
hav ing carried before him tray s containing 
thirty pounds of ey es remov ed from the 
principal men of a captured city is sheer 
nonsense. 
A common punishment is the 
bastinado, which is rarely fatal unless 700or 
800 blows are inflicted. 
A man recov ers 
from it in a few day s." 
“ You spoke of the shah sitting on his 
heels? ” 
“ Yes, that is the way a Persian sits down. 
It would be almost impossible 
for any one 
else to do it for any length of time, but they 
are trained to it from boy hood. 
In some 
houses they hav e European ftmsifcuie, but 
when the Persian sits in a chair be generally 
manages to get one foot under him, and 
he is content* 


H ow to S w e e p a K oora. 
(Detroit Free Press “ Household."] 
Friday in most houses is looked upon as 
the regular sweeping day. 
As many young 
housewiv es hav e not a clear idea how a 
room should be swept, perhaps the follow­ 
ing may not come amiss. 
F irst completely 
cov er your hair with a cap made of cam­ 
bric. 
Cut out a large ov al-shaped piece, 
Lem or bind the edges and about an inch 
from the border run on a narrow strip of 
the goods into which put an elastic drawing 
string. 
The first step is to remov e all the 
books, knicknacks, etc., from the room, re­ 
mov ing the dust from each article before 
carrying it out 
Shake out and pin up any 
curtains that reach to the floor, open the 
windows and whip all stuffed furniture with 
a rattan, then follow with a whisk, brushing 
the dust out thoroughly. 
Than dust the tables and remov e all to the 
hall or another room. 
Now dust the tops 
of 
the doors, the windows, chandeliers, pic­ 
tures and woodwork with a feather duster. 
Pin a soft cloth ov er the broom and sweep 
down the walls. 
Now the room is empty 
.sav e two or three large pieces of furniture, 
which should be cov ered with calico or old 
sheet-!. 
Scatter tea leav es, which should be 
almost dry, on the floor, and begin sweep­ 
ing by brushing out the corners and nil 
along the walls with a whisk broom; then 
sweep with a large broom, to the center 
of 
the room. 
Gather up the dust and brush the 
whole room once more, lightly and q uickly. 
Once in two months it is a v ery good plan 
to wipe up the carpet with a cloth wet in a 
pail of warm water in which a beefs gall 
has been emptied. 
This pailful will do two 
or three rooms. 
After the sweeping dust 
your walls and doors once mcro with a 
feather dustor and wash off any tingfer 
marks with warm-soap suds. 
Then close 
the windows, washing them if necessary, or 
else dusting with a soft cloth. 


Frightening the Little Ones.

spring upon the unsuspecting v ictim, se­ 
lected because he is the most timorous or 
delicate of the family or school; dismay, 
shrieks of anguish blent with goblin laughter 
—then a difference in the ending. 
Borne 
times no apparent harm is done, unless that 
one child is made more timid, another more 
cruel. 
Again, the nerv ous system is unbal­ 
anced so far that a swoon, or, as in the case 
before us, conv ulsions ensue. 
Once in a 
while the innocent subject of the practical 
joke pays for bis torm entor’s prank with 
his reason or his life. 
In a less flagrant m anner incalculable mis­ 
chief is done in ruany nurseries by tales of 
ghosts, bogies, the black man who comes 
down the chimney to catch children who 
will not go to sleep q uietly, etc. 
That 
mother is culpable who, w hen she finds her 
child unduly timid does not watch for indi­ 
cations that the nerv ous organism of her 
otr-pring ha- been tampered with, and who, 
should her suspicions be confirmed, does not 
follow the clew to its source and banish the 
criminal from her household.

is said from time to time 
about the requirement* of the drama—the 
nuance.« and the 
mlsa-on-ecene and the 
scenario, and div ers other things that are 
about a« clear and conv ey to the av erage 
mind about 
as much as the univ ersal in­ 
struction of the Cookery Book to the y oung 
housewife to “ take a rennet” 
But there are 
not many people who stop to think how diffi­ 
cult it is for the actors eng ago; 1 in the 
seen© 
to keep up the illusion» of that scene—not 
only to the audience, but to themselv ea 
Take, for ex ample, a scene suppose to rej>* 
resent a delightful little supper, where the 
characters are seated about the table and 
are supposed to eat like gourmands, and 
there is nothing on the table to eah 
“ Mad­ 
ame, permit me to asrist y ou to some of the 
pate,* and there is placed on the plate of 
the unfortunate actreai a piece of “ property " 
canv as, or a piece of hard, dry bread that 
has been kicked around the property -room 
“off and on” for about six weeks; or the gay 
y oung bachelor inv ites his friends to "drown 
dull care in a bumper cl champagne," and, 
suiting the action to the word, as all actors 
are continually told they ought to do, he 
flourishes a bottle that to the uninitiated looks 
like a v eritable bottle of Veuv e Cliquot 
But alas! the y oung bachelor who at 
this moment is not “ gay ,” knows only 
too well that the bottle contains weak cold 
tea in which has been placed some “ fizzing" 
ingredient which 
persistently refuses tc 
“ fizz,” and that the cork is cov ered with a 
bit of tinfoil which has just been remov ed 
from the paper of chewing tobacco now 
reposing, denuded of its brilliant wrapper, 
in the hip pocket of the property -man. 
I remember once, while “ enacting one 
Camille,” presiding ov er a feast which con­ 
sisted of three apples conspicuously placed 
in the centre of the table in a child’s in­ 
v erted straw hat, “ flanked” by a round 
block of wood painted white to repre» nt an 
iced cake, 
I fancy , but which would not 
hav e deceiv ed a child of 9 y ears of age 
and of the meanest understanding, the whole 
“ rounded off” by the inev itable bottle of 
bogus champagne, which refused the faiutess 
“fizz” despite the efforts 
of tho “ light 
comedian,” though they threatened either a 
dislocation of his right arm or the bursting 
of a blood-v essel in his head. 
And who has not seen Macbeth “ toast” 
Ban quo in a supposititious “ golden beaker," 
ev idently a block of wood on which had 
been carelessly pasted some thin gold-leaf 
that “ peels off” like a boy ’s back after he 
has “ play ed hookey ” or gone in bathing at 
high noon in J uly ? 
How well do I remem­ 
ber, one night, when, seated on my throne 
in “ queenly state," I urged upon Macbeth 
the ad v isibility of making an effort—like 
Mr« . Dombey —to induce his friends to feel 
at home, and when, in response to my mar­ 
ital and roy al suggestion, he bad made the 
effort, and in the course of his remarks re 
gretted the absence of Banquo, the wrath o 
that usually much-murdered gentleman ap 
oears and Macbeth immediately bids him take 
himself "hence,” and in his agitation flung 
the beaker abov e described ov er his head. It 
caught a y oung party who was representing 
one of tho lords in waiting J ust on the n m 
Whatev er Banquo did the damaged courtiei 
certainly took himself “ hence” v ery hur­ 
riedly and with both hands most patheti­ 
cally caressing the wounded feature. 
A* 
for the audience, the subsequent proceedings 
interested them no more. 
And when the hero of the piece is to find 
in a secretary or some other article of furni­ 
ture the will that i3 to enrich the lov ely 
maiden of the dram a, or the document that 
is to clear his fair name from the foul blot 
th at now- blemishes it when he turns “up 
stage" in h peroration full of the noblest 
sentiments, looks in the draw er “upper left 
side,” (where it has been settled at rehearsal 
only th at morning after much warm discus­ 
sion between the stage manager and the 
propert 3"-man that it should be placed) and 
when he is just about to exclaim “Ha! what 
is this?” 
And when the audience are all 
leaning forward, eager, breathless with ex­ 
pectation, be discov ers it is not there!—who 
among that audience can understand the 
mingled emotions that fill the breast of the 
hero as he says aloud, as if in soliloq uy, 
“My be lov ed father!” or “Aly sweet Maude!" 
as the ease may be, and m a sepulchral 
whisper, uttered in a wild hope that some­ 
body “a t the wing” may hear and in charity 
bear to the friend—other wise known as the 
property-m an—but which commands not 
tho « lightest attention from anybody “at the 
wing.” but which is heard with perfect dis­ 
tinctness by ev ery indiv idual In the audi­ 
ence, “The paper! The paper!” 
Theso minor considerations may not hav e 
anything whatev er to do with tho tni-e-en- 
scene or scenario, but they are v ery weary­ 
ing to the actor
